They can do this by 
closely watching the lips of the person 
who is talking, and by close observa 
tion thr y in time learn so well that it 
is difficult to tell that they are deaf. 
fjp to a few years ago nobody ever 
thought of teaching this art of lip 
reading to deaf people in early youth, 
but now it is a recognized part of the 
study in every institution for tho deaf 
and dumb, and with it is taught, slow- 
ly and with great difficulty, speech. 
The last report of the Pennsylvania 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb in 
i'hilad* lphia contains an interesting 
paper from I >r (,'router, the superin 
tendt nt of tho Primary Oral Depart 
ment, in which he says: "The sge 
of admission having been lowered 
from eight to six years, two classes of 
very young children were formed. 
In those classes groat attention was 
given to sp oeh reading, there being 
no attempt to teach the pupils to speak 
wjrds until several months after they 
entered school. From the/ir 
dy drills given in thi 
tents of speech, an ises 

leading to the control of tho v 
with a view to correct articulation. 
The language work consisted of i 
mands, such as jump, run, walk, come 
to me, give me a book, etc., with the 
name of familiar objects Tho result 
of the plan was that tho children im 
pressed Irom the on lost by the fact 
that all information was to be obtained 
from the lips of others, and, when the 
time came to teach thern to speak the 
word-), their moaning was perfectly 
clear and all their effects wero towards 
correct speech.

The owners of sub- 
urban places appear to Ik- indifferent to 

the importance of an intelligent planting 

Of homo grounds, and usually set their 
NMth mathematical regularity, and 
dot their shrubs hero and there without 
litest regard to the effect in tho 
landscape. It is rare that one sees I'uiely 
planted grounds, and and still more rare 
to lind a judicious s, lection of tn es. The 
owners employ the best architects and 
builder* and decorators, and expend thou 
sands of dollars upon their houses, and 
then engage a few village laborers to 
grade the grounds- and plant some trees. 

(ienorally. the trees are maples and jiop 
lars and willows-all the laborers know 
about, very lik, ly and tho chances .no 
that they will Ik- planted without r, 
to future growth, so that in a few years 
the grounds become veritable tltiekits. 
and all beauty of form and effect is lost.
